Specification 

5. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: All reference 
to the claims on page 2 of the specification should be removed.

On pages 7 and 9 of the specification, proper identification of tine related German 
application (i.e. application or publication number) is required. 

Page 16 only contains a list of reference characters and should thus be removed 
from the specification, as this list does not further describe the invention. In addition, the 
term "Wulst" appears to be a foreign term. 

The specification lacks the proper headings; see below. 

Appropriate correction is required.

(g) BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION. 

(h) BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE SEVERAL VIEWS OF THE DRAWING(S). 

(i) DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE INVENTION. 

(j) CLAIM OR CLAIMS (commencing on a separate sheet), 
(k) ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE (commencing on a separate sheet). 
(I) SEOUENCE LISTING (See MPEP § 2424 and 37 CFR 1 .821 -1 .825. A 
"Sequence Listing" is required on paper if the application discloses a

The specification is required to include an incorporation-by-reference of 
electronic documents that are to become part of the permanent United 
States Patent and Trademark Office records in the file of a patent 
application. See 37 CFR 1.52(e) and MPEP § 608.05. Computer 
program listings (37 CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 1.821(c)), 
and tables having more than 50 pages of text were permitted as electronic 
documents on compact discs beginning on September 8, 2000.

The 
summary is separate and distinct from the abstract and is directed toward 
the invention rather than the disclosure as a whole. The summary may 
point out the advantages of the invention or how it solves problems 
previously existent in the prior art (and preferably indicated in the 
Background of the Invention). In chemical cases it should point out in 
general terms the utility of the invention. If possible, the nature and gist of 
the invention or the inventive concept should be set forth. Objects of the 
invention should be treated briefly and only to the extent that they 
contribute to an understanding of the invention. 

(h) Brief Description of the Several Views of the Drawinq(s) : See MPEP § 
608.01 (f). A reference to and brief description of the drawing(s) as set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.74. 



(i) Detailed Description of the Invention : See MPEP § 608.01 (a). A 

description of the preferred embodiment(s) of the invention as required in 
37 CFR 1 .71 . The description should be as short and specific as is 
necessary to describe the invention adequately and accurately. Where 
elements or groups of elements, compounds, and processes, which are 
conventional and generally widely known in the field of the invention 
described and their exact nature or type is not necessary for an 
understanding and use of the invention by a person skilled in the art, they 
should not be described in detail. However, where particularly 
complicated subject matter is involved or where the elements, 
compounds, or processes may not be commonly or widely known in the 
field, the specification should refer to another patent or readily available 
publication which adequately describes the subject matter. 

(j) Claim or Claims : See 37 CFR 1 .75 and MPEP § 608.01 (m). The claim or 
claims must commence on separate sheet or electronic page (37 CFR 
1 .52(b)(3)). Where a claim sets forth a plurality of elements or steps, each 
element or step of the claim should be separated by a line indentation.

Claim Objections 

6. Claims 26-27, 30, 45-46, and 49 are objected to because of the following 
informalities: In claims 26 and 45, the second instance of the term "floating" should be 
removed. 

In claims 27 and 46, the term "up" should be removed from line 2 of these claims. 

In lines 30 and 49, the term "on" should be removed from line 1 of these claims. 

These corrections are for grammatical clarity. Appropriate correction is required. 

Furthermore, it should be noted that the preliminary amendment states that 
claims 19-55 have been added, however only claims 1 and 19-54 are present in the 
application. Therefore, only claims 1 and 19-54 are considered to be pending in the 
application. 



Ciaim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification sliall conclude witli one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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8. Claims 1 and 19-54 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragrapli, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 28-29 and 47-48 are indefinite due to the fact that it is unclear from what 
other element of the invention the hub or rotator is "detachable" or "removable". 

Claims 32 and 51 are indefinite due to the fact that it is unclear how the gear 
rings are "urged towards" one another. No directional indicator (i.e. axially, radially, etc.) 
has been provided to clearly define this limitation. 

9. Regarding claims 1 and 37, the phrase "and the like" renders the claim(s) 
indefinite because the claim(s) include(s) elements not actually disclosed (those 
encompassed by "and the like"), thereby rendering the scope of the claim(s) 
unascertainable. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

10. The term "small" in claim 1 is a relative term which renders the claim indefinite. 
The term "small" is not defined by the claim, the specification does not provide a 
standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art would 
not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. No qualitative or quantitative 
limitations have been provided to clearly define this term. 

1 1 . The term "deep" in claims 22 and 40 is a relative term which renders the claims 
indefinite. The term "deep" is not defined by the claims, the specification does not 
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provide a standard for ascertaining tine requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the 
art would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. No qualitative or 
quantitative limitations have been provided to clearly define this term. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

1 3. Claims 1 , 1 9-21 , 27-40, and 46-54, as best understood, are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Jager et al (DE 19856627). Jager et al 
shows a bicycle hub 1 having all of the features as set forth in the above claims. 

It should be noted that the limitations that the hub and rotator are detachable or 
removable "without the use of tools" is considered to be a method step set forth in an 
apparatus claim, and therefore receives no patentable weight (see MPEP 21 13). 
Furthermore, the hub and rotator of Jager et al are capable of being removed without 
tools. 

Ciaim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

1 4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
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the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

1 5. Claims 22-26 and 41 -45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Jager et al (DE 19856627). Jager et al does not show the bearings 
being needle bearings, or disclose that the bearings are sealed and "maintenance free", 
or that the bearings are floating. However, all of these types of bearings are well known 
in the art. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time of the invention to sue any type of suitable bearings for the assembly of Jager et al, 
as a substitute equivalent bearing means, dependent upon availability and cost and the 
desired properties (i.e. load characteristics, wear life, etc.) for the bearings. 



Conclusion 

1 6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The references show hubs having free-wheels. For example, 
Jager et al ('684) is the US equivalent of the foreign reference relied on in the rejections 
above.
